Glendale Civic Center Plan is 
Defeated 


Others Are Beaten 


Hermosa Incinerating 
Plant Project Wins. 


Complete returns from precincts 
in Los Angeles county made no 
change in the general result pre- 
dicted a few hours after closing of 
the polls, The only interest was in 
local questions and bond issues 
that were not decided until after 
a complete canvas of the votes had 
been made. 

Glendale’s civic center proposi- 
tion, submitted to the voters for 
the second time within six weeks, 
was defeated when it failed to 
pass by the necessary two-thirds’ 
majority. 

The proposal called for the issue 
of $650,000 in bonds to purchase 
the present site and buildings of 
Harvard High School. 

Pasadena contributed 12,796 
votes to Calvin Coolidge’s sweeping 
victory of the State and nation at 
Tuesday's Presidential election, it 
w revealed yesterday when an 
official check of the precincts was 
made. The President received 
more than twice as many votes 
in Pasadena as did his three oppo- 
nents. Davis polled 1646 votes; 14 
Follette $141, and Faris, 380. 

What was termed a smashing 
blow to the City Directors of Pasa- 
dena was the unexpected defeat of 
two of the three local bond issues 
calling for the further expenditure 
of $2,500,000 for a civic center, 
branch Ubrary and water bonds. 
The water bonds were the only ones 
to carry at the Pasadena polis. In 
favor of the civic center bonds 
were 13,481 votes and 7134 against. 
A two-thirds majority was neces- 
sary to carry the issue. The library 
issue was apparently defeated by 
a vote of 12,335 for and 7653 
against. The water bonds carried 
by a vote of 14,681 to 6576. 

Walter F. Lineberger defeated 
Charies H. Randall for Congress in 
the Ninth District by more than 
2 to 1. Lineberger received 13,632 
votes in Pasadena, while Randall 
received 6357 votes. Eleanor Miller 
won a seat in the Assembly, Sixty- 
seventh District, by a large ma- 
jority. She polled 14,570 votes, 
while her Democratic rival, Mattie 
I. Horrell, received 2744.

The only events that differenti- 
ated today for Mr. Dawes from 
any of the quiet days he planned 
for himself after returning from 
his rev arations work in Europe last 
spring were a deluge of congrafu-. 
lations written and spoken. He 
acknowledged the cpoken ones with 
a funny little smile about the cor- 
ners of his mouth, but never with 
the laughter and  back-slapping 
which so often reveal the feelings 
of victorious candidates.

MOTHER NAMED 


Child Snatched from Arms 
of Foster-Parent

Abduction Called Sequel to

“When I tried to stop him, he 
knocked me down. I got up still 
holding my baby and jumped on 
the running board as the car start- 
ed away. He loosened my hands 
and shoved me off after the car 
had gone about a biock.

The man drove and Lois 
helped push me off the side of the 
car. She grabbed at my baby and 
shouted that she would kill him 
if I didn’t let loose and let them 
get away with June.”

“Much may be done with a 
Scotchman if you catch him young 
enough,” writes an English cynic.

“Most people take up acting 
much too late in life,” he says.

short time. I say. Uke Lord Den- 
sany's Englishman who was asked 
to cross a London street without 
his silk hat, ‘It simply can’t be 
done.“ The human animal is, in 
some respects, mighty like all the 
other animals.

A spectacular dash for freedom 
yesterday by John Lopez as he was
